COURT DECIDES APPLICATION 


FOR ADMISSION TO BAIL. 


Washington, Apiil 22.—In the 


United States supreme court today 
Chief Justice Fuller announced the 
final adjournment of the couit for 
the term on the 37th of May. The 
call of the docket will be suspended 
next Friday and the court will take 
a recess next Monday until May 13. 
No intimation has been given by the 
court as to when the decision of the 
insular cases may be expected, or 
whether they will be decided at all 
before final adjournment. 


The United States supreme court 


today denied the application of for- 
mer Captain Oberlin M. Carter to be 
admitted to bail. The court content- 
ed itself with a bare announcement 
made by the chief justice of the re- 
sult of its deliberations. No reasons 
were assigned and no reference was 
made to Carter's motion to strike 
Solicitor General Richard's brief from 
the files of the couit. 


An opinion was handed down to- 


day in the case of H. L. Bedford vs. 
the Bis tern Building4 and Loan as- 
sociation, of Syracuse, IT. Y. 


This case grew out of the sale of 


stock in the building association to 
Bedford and the making of a loan 
to him in 1891, he being a resident 
of Tennessee. 


Bedford made default in the pay- 


ment of his note and pleaded the vio- 
lation of a law of Tennessee requir- 
ing the deposit of funds by build- 
ing associations doing business in 
the state. The court held, however, 
that the loan was a contract which 
the act of the state legislature could 
not impair, 


The attention of the 
couit was 


given today largely to the question 
of the right of one state to quaran- 
tine against another. The contention 
arose in connection with the case of 
C, F. W. Smith vs. the fit. Louis and 
Western railway company, involving 
quarantine regulations against the 
importation of cattle in 1897. 


The cattle shipment upon which 


this case turned was made by Smith 
over the St. Louis road from Plain- 
dealing, La., to Port Worth, Texas, 
the officials \of the road being un- 
aware that a quarantine had been 
established, as had been done by ±he 
Texas officials. 
When the existence 


of this restriction became known the 
railroad company refused to deliver 
the stock to the consignee and re- 
shipped them to Plaindcaling. There 
Smith refused to receive them, as he 
also did the proceeds of their sale, 
Smith then brought suit for dam- 
ages, contending that the regulations 
were an interference with interstate 
commerce and 
unjustified 
by the 


facts. The trial courts sustained this 
contention, but the state court of ap- 
peals reversed the decision, holding 
in favor of the railway company,

Today's opinion affiimed the latter 


decision on the ground that the state 
had a right under its police power to 
protect itself against infectious dis- 
eases, even though commerce 
may 


be incidentally 
interfered with by 


the regulations for such protection. 


Justices Harlan and White united 


in a dissenting opinion and Justice 
Brown delivered a dissenting opinion 
of his own.

"During the last twenty-four hours 
he Ohio river has fallen 4.4 feet at 
ittsburg and 5.8 feet at Davis Is- 
and dam. It has risen four feet at 
Parkersburg, 7.1 feet at Cincinnati 
nd 4.4 feet at Louisville.' The river 
ill pass below the danger line, 22 
eet, at Pittsburg1 today. The crest 
f the flood will pass Parkersburg to- 
ay- 
"The river will pass the danger 
ine, 50 feet, at Cincinnati, by to- 
ight, and the crest will pass that 
lace by tomorrow.

"At Louisville the danger line of 
8 feet will be reached by Tuesday 
iglit There are no present indica* 
ions of a change in the conditions 
ufficient to check the falling waters 
ver the upper Ohio.

0 'haunt the people. Weather condi- 
ions are not reassuring. It is again 
aining in Pittslburg and advices 
rom the headwaters of the Allegheny 
his morning, showed a renewed rise 
with a continued downpour. Warmer 
•emperature, acting on the snow, was 
1 factor that also caused some ap- 
-rehension. The waters at this point 
have been steadiily receding since 3 
•'clock yesterday afteinoon, but the 
•etreat 'has been veiy slow indeed 
At 9 o'clock this morning the Alle- 
•heny marks showed 21 feet

Jrooms and scrubbing brushes were

United States supreme court toda; 
Chief Justice Fuller announced 
final adjournment of the court foi 
the term on. the 27th of May. Th 
call of the docket will be suspendet 
next Friday and the court will take 
a recess next Monday until May 13 
No intimation has been given by the 
court as to when the decision of the 
insular cases may he expected, 
whether they will be decided at all 
before final adjournment. 


The United States supreme court 


today denied the application of for- 
mer Captaiu Oberlin M. Carter to be 
admitted to bail. The court content- 
ed itself with a bare announcement 
made by the chief justice of the re- 
sult of its deliberations. No reasons 
were assigned and no reference was 
made to Carter's motion to strike 
Solicitor General Richnrd's brief from 
the files of the court. 


An opinion was handed down to- 


day in the case of H. L. Bedford vs. 
the Eastern Building- and Loan as- 
sociation, of Syracuse, K. Y. 


Thin case grew out of the sale of 


stuck in the building association to 
Bedford and the making- of ;i loan 
to him in 1SS1, lie being- a resident 
of Tennessee. 


Bedford made default in the pay- 


ment of his note and pleaded the vio- 
lation of a Jaw of Teniies&es requir- 
ing the deposit of funds by build- 
ing associations doing- 
business in 


the state! The court held, however, 
tha't the loan was a contract which 
thtt act of the state legislature could 
not impair. 


Ths attention of the 
court was 


given today largely -to the question 
of the right of one state to qtinran- 
rine against another. The contention 
arose In connection with the case of 
C. F. W. Smith vs. the St. Louis nrnl 
Western railway company, involving 
qua ran tine regulations n gainst the 
important ion of cattle in 1897. 


The cattle shipment upon which 


this case turned was made by Smith 
over the St. Louis road from Plain- 
dealing, La., to Tort Worth, Texas, 
ihe officials'of the road being un- 
aware thnt a nuarnntinfi 
had been 


established, as had been done by ihe 
Texas officials. 
When the existence 


of this restriction became known the 
railroad company refused to deliv-er 
thft stock to the consignee and re- 
shipped them to Plaindealing. There 
Smith refused to receive them, ns he 
nlso did the proceeds of their sule. 
Smith theu brought suit for dam- 
ages, contending that the regulations 
were an interference with interstate 
commerce nnd 
unjustified 
by tltp 


facts. The trial courts sustained this 
contention, but the state court of ap- 
peals reversed the decision, holding 
in favor of the railway company. 


Todoy's opinion affirmed the latter 


decision on the ground that the state 
had a right nndrr its police power to 
protect itself against infectious dis- 
eases, even though commerce may 
be incidentally 
interfered with by 


the regulations for such protection. 


Justices Harlan and White united 


in a dissenting opinion and Justice 
Brown delivered a dissenting opinion 
of his OTTJI:
